Germans Again Eating Meat 
Almost as in Pre-War Days 


BERLIN, 
consumption 


April 30.—German meat 
is gradually reverting 
to the most opulent period of the 
pre-war period, Count von Kanitz, 
Minister of Agriculture, has informed 
the Reichstag. Last year’s meat 
consumption amounted to 82 pounds 
per capita. In the last pre-war 
year it amounted to 102 pounds, 
while in 1922 only 44 pounds per 
head were consumed. 

On the other hand, bread consump- 
tion shows a marked diminution as 
compared with the days before the 
war, whereas the consumption of po- 
tatoes has increased. The use of 
-fresh milk has decreased from 316,000

BERLIN, April 30.—Hindenburg’s sup- | 
porters apparently intend to lose no | 
time in bringing back the old-time Ger- 
many, even if—for the present at least— 
it be in a Kaiserless, armyless, navyless 
and powerless fcrm. This is plainly in- | 
dicated by the report that the Nation- 
alists already are collecting signatures 
for a monster petition to have the black, 
white and red flag of Imperial days re- 
stored as the German national banner. 

This report comes from Bavaria, where | 
Hindenburg won some of his most spec- 
tacular victories at the polis on Sun- 
day. 

Meanwhile the veteran has relapsed 
into comparative silence after a broad- 
side of interviews poured out by him just | 
before and just after his election. Last | 
night he wrote from Hanover, formally | 
accepting the Presidency. His letter of 
acceptance was made public today by | 
the official director, of the election, to 
whom it was addressed. 

Hindenburg continued today to confer 
at Hanover with prominent political, per- | 
Bonages while awaiting a definite set- | 
tlement on the date when he is to take 
the oath of office and move bag and 
baggage to Berlin. 

He has stated he does not want the 
Oath-taking to be an elaborate ceremony 
and has expressed objection, it is under- 
stood, to being officially received as 
commander of the Germany army and 
to having the ‘‘Vaterliindische Ver- 
biainder’’—semi-military monarchistie or- 
ganizations which were so active in 
helping to elect him—parade in his 
honor when he comes to Berliri. 

Guard From His First Regiment, 


Despite Hindenburg’s decision that the | 
@everest simplicity must be the keynote | 
of the inauguration ceremonies, a bit 
of sentimentality crept in when the for- 
mer war lord requested that the guard 
of honor should be a company of the 
Third Guard Regiment of infantry to | 
which Hindenburg was first assigned | 
when he graduated from the military 
academy. 

Since this will be the first Presidential 
inauguration, the committee in charge 
of arrangements has no precedent as 
a guide. Fur this reason the late Presi- 
dent’s secretary, Meissner, visited Han- 
over for discussion of plans, 

Hindenburg insisted the ceremonies | 
must have no touch of party politics 
and must honor the high office, not 
the officeholder. Balls and banquets 
are not listed in the program lasting 
three days. 

After the oath of office at the Reichs- 
tag the President pro tempore, Dr. 
Simons, will receive Hindenburg at the 
Presidential Palace. Breakfast will be 
served for nembers of the Cabinet, end- | 
ing the ceremonies of the first day. The 
wecond day, the President will receive 
members of the Reichstag, the army} 
staff and Prussian and Berlin officials. 
The President's staff will be received | 
the following day. The diplomatic corps 
will be received at a later date. 

Hindenbure’s program, rivaling Cool- 
fdge for simplicity, is the greatest sur- | 
prise for the Right organizations, which 
planned a royal reception, hoping to 
greet the new President with pomp, 
pageantry and homage accorded mon-| 
archs at coronation. 

Today Hindenburg conferred with the | 
late President Ebert’s secretary, Meiss- 
ner, and with the Minister of the Inte- | 
rior, Schiele. Yesterday he was closeted 
with Herr von Loebell, who directed the 
Right bloc Presidential campaign, and 
continues to hold an important position 
a@mong the veteran Marshal's advisers. 

It is denied today in quarters which 
may be expected to know that Hinden- 
burg or any one else has decided yet 
upon his advisers and co-workers when 
he takes up his residence in Wilhelm- 
strasse. Hindenburg himself, it is | 
stated, feels there no hurry.

LONDON, April 30.— The _ shouting 
down of Winston Churchill by Labor 
members because the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer urged the trade unions to 
discourage the dole habit in Britain was 
a feature of tonight’s continuation of 
the debate on the budget in the House 
of Commons. The incident imparted 
liveliness to the discussion, which was 
already getting into back waters, or 
rather the back benches. 

Walter Runciman, Liberal, had de- 
nounced the budget as delusive and dis- 
honorable, since its protective duties 
were in flat contradiction to the pledges 
of Bonar Law and Premier Baldwin. 

Sir Frederick Wise, Conservative, had 
urged caution in restoring the gold 
standard, since Britain did not want to 
borrow any more from the United States 
and certainly did not wish to be in the 
hands of that country, which was al- 
ready saturated with gold and naturally 
wished to get rid of some of it to 
Britain. 

Captain Guest, Liberal, had = an- 
nounced the intention of a small group 
of Liberals to support the budget gen- 
erally, on the ground that it exempli- 
fied the sincerity of the Government in 
the matter of social reform. 

Assailed by MacDonald. 

Ramsay MacDonald had denounced 
Mr. Churchill’s production as a rich 
man's budget which took money from 
one pocket to put it in another. He 
had refused to consider the - pension 
scheme until it was actually produced, 
since there was not a farthing for it in 
the budget, but had foreshadowed dras- 
tic Labor amendments. He had de- 
nounced the McKenna duties as protec- 
tion and the duty on artificial silk as 
not a luxury tax at all, since it was 
really wool and chéaper than wool. 

Then Mr. Churchill began his reply | 
and provoked his scene, Such episodes 
are rare in budget debates, and that this 
one should have arisen Is, no doubt, 
a tribute to the picturesque and forceful 
personality of the Chancellor. 

Unfortunately, said Mr, Churchill, the 
unemployment figures were growing, 
but they ought not to be. He Stated 
that it ‘‘was to the interest of the trade | 
unions, as long established contributors 
to the fund, as well as to the interest 
of employers, to see there was not grow- 
ing up a habit of qualifying for the 
unemployment benefit.”’

62,000 Are Being Vaccinated in Washington; 
President Believed to Have Taken Treatment 


Special to The New York Times. 


WASHINGTON, April 30.—The preva- 
lence of a virulent form of smallpox in 
Washington, with nineteen deaths since 
January, has led Dr. Hugh §S. Cum- 
mings, head of the Public Health Ser- 
vice, to request the 62,000 Government 
employes to be vaccinated. 

Vaccination was begun several days 
ago among the employes in the Vet- 
erans’ Bureau and today Dr. J. F. 
Coupal, the White House physician, and 
J. T. Boone vaccinated all of the at- 
tachés in the executive offices. 

President and Mrs. Coolidge, it is be- 
feved, also took the precautions advised 
by the health authorities, although no 
confirmation of the report was obtain- 
able. 

“The severity of the present smallpox, 
which is the hemorrhagic type,’’ said 
Dr. Cummings, ‘‘and the high mortality 
of 31 per cent. make it very desirable 
that Government employes in*the dis- 


| trict shall avail themselves of the pro- 


tection afforded by vaccination. This 
measure is also indicated in order to 
minimize the danger of the spread of 
this disease to neighboring States, where 
many of these employes reside.”’ 

No sooner had part of the Government 
employes submitted to vaccination than 
pickets began to appear near the Gov- 
ernment building displaying signs and 
papers which declared that ‘‘many hun- 
dreds had been murdered by vaccina- 
tion.” 

Since Jan. 1 there have been fifty-four 
smallpox cases here with the increase 


HYLAN PUTS HIS HOPE 
IN5-CENT FARE ISSUE 


Reveals His Battle Line for Re- 
election Fight in Statement 
on “Traction Gang.” 


HINTS AT A THIRD TICKET 


Calls Democratic Women Bolt- 
ers in Commenting on the . 
Opposition to Him. 


Mayor Hylan made it clear yesterday 
that he hoped™to ride to re-election 
again on the 5-cent fare issue and 
gave out a statement asserting that this 
would be the leading issue in the coming 
city campaign. 

Using the reorganization of the New 
York Railways Company and a state- 
ment by Joseph P. Cotton, its attorney, 
that the reorganized company could get 
along at present on a 5-cent fare as 
showing the soundness of his own posi- 
tion in opposing a fare increase, Mayor 
Hylan declared that the ‘‘traction gang’”’ 
and their political allies were seeking to 
undermine, get control of the city gov- 
ernment and raise the fare so as to get 
from $60,000,000 to $80,000,000 a year out 
of the pockets of the people. 

“The traction crowd have powerful 
friends in high places,’’ the Mayor said, 
referring to the effort to deny him re- 
nomination, ‘‘but they will not prevail. 

“The fight from now on until the ques- 
tion of the Mayoralty is settled next 
November is one between the people who 
favor the 5-cent fare and demand 
better service on the subways and the 
8 and 10-cent fare advocates and their 
open and secret allies.’’ 

Quotes Cotton’s Statement, 

The Mayor's statement said: 

“Score another victory for the five- 
cent fare! 

“IT see that in announcing that on 
May 1the receivership of the New York 
Railways will end and the property re- 
turn to ownership operation, Joseph P. 
Cotton, a member of the Reorganiza- 
tion committee and attorney for the New 
York Railways Corporation, which will 
operate the lines, says: 

“ ‘There is not the slightest doubt 
about the ability of the property to pay 
its way. We are alive and kicking. 
Personally I fell very good about our 
prospects. We have not asked more 
than a five-cent fare, and are not ask- 
ing for it. There is no doubt about our 
ability to get along on it at present. 
What the future may bring forth is a 
different thing.’ 

“In that last sentence he leaves a 
loophole for the company which, like 
any other corporation, would demand 
higher fares if they thought there was 
any chance of getting them, 

“If the Interborough ever gets the 
higher fare it is demanding, if Quack- 
enbush can put it over, all the others 
will line up behind the I. R. T., crying 
for 7 to 10 cents, and they can always 
juggle the figures so as to show they 
should have it and can't exist with- 
out it. 

“The New York Railways Company 
just before the receivership; more than 
six years ago, demanded an eight-cent 
fare with 3 cents additional for a 
transfer. It gave many reasons why it 
could not continue operation unless it 
received this increase, and when the 
higher fare was refused shut down a 
number of its lines. Higher fares were 
at the same time asked for the Inter- 
borough, which only a few weeks ago 
made a strenuous effort to get a seven- 
cent fare, 

“Now the present owners of the New 
York Railways admit that, with the re 
organization in which some of the water 
was squeezed out, and the lines opera- 
ted on a really economical basis, the 
street-car lines can Operate at a five- 
cent fare and make a good profit.” 


Blames Stock Operators. 

Mayor Hylan quoted an editorial from 
The New York World, which he con- 
strued as Sustaining his position that 
an increased fare was not necessary, if 
the ‘‘water’ were squeezed out of tran- 
sit securities. He continued: 


“The case of the New York Railways | pitted with deploying 


amply supports my coritention that there 
is not, and never was, any, valid reason 
for any eight or ten cent fare. They 
were“before the receivership contending 
for eight cents and three cents for trans- 
fers, which would have meant eleven 
cents for a lot of rides.

Morris Reads a Statement. 


As Morris Diamond was led into the 
chamber his face paled, but he walked 
unfalteringly over to the rubber mat on 
which the electric chair rested. As he 
turned to be strapped in the chair he 
drew a paper from his pocket and look- 
ing-at the Warden said: 

“May I read this, Warden?” 

Warden Lawes nodded his head in as- 
sent and Diamond read: 

“There is very little that I wish to 
say. I had hoped that the country that 
I took up arms for ten days after war 
was declared would grant me trial.’’ 

Then his voice dropped and only 
snatches of what he said could be heard. 
He criticised Justice Cropsey and as- 
serted that the State witness Selikowitz, 


who had testified at the trial, was a 
pegurer, 
s voice rose and he continued: 

Here and now face to face with my 
Maker, I state that Joe was innocent, 
that he was not there. The State’s 
witnesses were paid perjurers. My sis- 
ter and her lawyers hold the real truth 


about | this. It should be investigated. 


—. Joseph Diamond made the same re- 


quest as his brother when he was 
brought into the execution room and 
Warden Lawes also granted his request. 
Standing in front of the chair, in a firm, 
clear voice he said: 

“Many men have died on the gallows;

men have protested their innocence. I 
am_innocent of this crim.e If, I am 
guilty may my soul burn in hel}. I was 
convicted on perjured testimony. May 
God be my judge. Good-bye.”’ 

The electric current was turned on and 
a few seconds later an attendant de- 
clared he was dead. Next to his breast 
he had a newspaper icture of his 
mother and across the face of it had 
writeen: ‘‘Good-bye, my dear sweet- 
heart.”’ 

Farina went to his death with the | 
bravado of the hardened gunman. He | 
carried the butt of a lighfed cigar in| 
his hand as he stepped from the cor- 
ridor into the death chamber. Father | 
McCaffery was reading the litany from | 
the Roman Catholic prayers for the 
dead. A guard stepped forward to take | 
the partly smoked cigar-but Farina | 
turned on him with a scowl and held | 
the cigar even tighter. Then he, too, | 
turned to Warden Lawes and asked per- | 
mission to speak. When it was granted | 
he said: 

“I ask for forgiveness just as any | 
man would ask for forgiveness.”’ 

He was put in the electric chair and 
as the straps were being adjusted half- | 
smilingly remarked, ‘‘Good-bye all.’’ 

The mother and two sisters of the Dia- | 
monds left the prison three hours before | 
the brothers were. executed. | 

Hundreds of persons were turned away | 
from the prison gates. Guards were sta- | 
tioned along the road half a mile away | 
from the prison walls to hold back those | 
who tried to pet closer.

Fifteen Affidavits Submitted. 


The attorneys submitted fifteen affi- 
davits, the same that were offered to 
Governor Alfred E. Smith at the hear- 
ing before him at Albany on Tuesday, 
asking him to extend the reprieve he 
had granted which had stayed execu- 
tion of the men a month ago. Among 
these affidavits was that of John Fa- 
rina’s brother, Angelo Farina, and the 
so-called recantation statement by 
Nicholas Luciano, the missing witness. 
The pleas made yesterday, however, did 
not include any move in behalf of Fa- 
rina. His attorney, E. J. Reilly, was 
present, but a previous move by him for 
a new trial for Farina had been refused 
by Justice Carswell. , 

—- District Attorneys J. V. Gal- 
lagher and Henry Walsh were present 
when Justice May, after he had studied 
the papers and affidavits in chambers, 
returned to the court room and said: 

‘The Governor has had before him all 
these matters that have now come before 
me. I believe I will send this case to 
Justice Carswell, who is sitting in the 
Special Term for motions. That is the 
proper place for this motion for a new 
trial, providing the District Attorney is 
ready to go\there. 

“TI dislike to take this posijion because 
it has the appearance that this court is 
tryiug to evade the issue. But, in view 
of all the steps taken and the many 
appeals in this case, I think that is the 
proper procedure.”’ 

To this Mr. Elder replied: 

*‘We do not feel that we ought to con- 
sent to any disposition such as you ine 
dicate you may make.

Luciano Affidavit Discredited.

And 
if he can be produced, it is problemat- 
ieal what weight his testimony would | 
have. Moreover, I do not see how such 
affidavit comes within the category of 
new evidence.”’ 

When Eider insisted that Luciano’s 
testimony must have had some very ma- 
terial weight, and the Court had again 
told him that it was a question if 
Luciano’s testimony jwould ever again 
be worth anything, Assistant District 
Attorney Walsh asserted:

Anthony Pantano, a man with a po- 
lice record, had former been em- 
ployed in the bank. He knew it was 
the bank’s custom to send money by 
armed messengers to the Irving Bank- 
cemeite Trust Company, its depos- 
tory. 

The messengers were William S. Bar- 
low, 62 years old, of 2,139 Highty~-sixth 
Street, Bath Beach, a retired policeman, 
and iliam H. McLaughlin, 24 years 
old, of 142 East Thirty-fifth Street, 
Brooklyn, a World Wee veteran. Fully 
aware of the danger of being held up 
while carrying large sums of money, 
the messengers propecee decoy pack- 
ages. Instead of carrying the mone 
on the day of the tragedy in the small 
black bag customarily used for the pur- 
pose, the bag was stuffed with papers, 
and the money, $43,607, mostly in $20 
bills, was wrapped in a bundle of news- 
papers and off cloth, so that the pack- 
age resembled a bundle oftools, such 
as might be carried by a mechanic on 
a small repair job. 

Barlow and McLaughlin stepped on to 
the B. M. T. elevated structure at Fifty- 
fifth Street and New Utrecht Avenue, 
Brooklyn. A ‘tall man and a shorter 
companion stepped up in front of them. 

“There they are. Let’s get them,” -one 
of the strangers exciaimed and began 
shooting with automatic pistols. 

Barlow and McLaughlin were shot 
down in cold blood. Neither had a fight- 
ing chance for his life. They fell dead. 
The murderers snatched the black bag 
and the newspaper roll containing the 
money and raced down the elevated 
structure stairs. The actual murderers 
were John Farina and George De Sarro. 
De Sarro is now under arrest and await- 
Ing trial in Palermo, Sicily. 

At the foot of the stairs Morris Dia- 
mond sat at the -wheel of a stolen Cadil- 
lac automobile, while a few blocks away 
his brother Joseph kept watch. At the 
sound of the pistol shots Morris Dia- 
mond flung open both doors of the auto. 
mobile. The engine was running, and 
as the two murderers jumped in, the 
machine started off. 

Should anything happen a second car 
was ready. Just such an emergency 
arose. Diamond drove the Cadillac into 
a street which was undergojng repairs 
and rather than waste time turning 
around and retracing their route the 
three men in the car jumped out, aban- 
doned the machine, picked up the emer- 
gency car and disappeared. 

Then the police stepped in. By excel- 
lent detective work, coupled with some 
luck, a net was woven which ultimatel 
encircled Morris and Joseph Diamond. 
then Pantano, next ‘‘Cheeks’’ Luciano, 
afterward John arina, and finally, 
more than a year later, George de 
Sarro.

HALIFAX, N. S., April 30.—C. H. 
Harvey, local agent of the Department 
of Marine and Fisheries, received a 
wireless tonight from the Red *Star 
liner Zeeland, which left here for New 
York at o'clock, stating that she had 
received an S O S from some ship 
giving her location as latitude 44, 
longitude 64. ' 

But, although the Zeeland reached that 
spot at 9 o’clock tonight, Atlantic Stan- 
dard Time, it was unable to raise any 
message from the distressed ship, The 
Zeeland reported that the fog was very 
dense, and that she was standing by.

| Largely as the result of a campaign 
farried on by Government officials and 
| the Engineering Council, legis!ation was

| authorizing annual appropriations over 
a period of twenty years, to complete the 
long-delayed survey. Now tnat it has 
been proven practicable to use airplanes 
in obtaining photographs and other data 
| covering regions which heretofore have

| from 75 to 85 per cent. of the work can 
| be accomplisked within the next ten 
years. Army airplanes are to be utilized 
|and the radio will be extensively used |

| Under present plans there will be from

Stalin he described as too brutal and

Although 
Lenin thought Trotsky had too great 
self-confidence, at the beginning of his

Another American, 
Reuben Smith, who was drowned while 
on a prospecting expedition near Okotsk, 
Kamchatka, in 1919, was credited with 
having introduced methods in the Lena | 
fields by which gold-bearing sands 
could be washed in Winter as well as} 
in Summer, and thus greatly increase | 
the production of the mines. 

The Lena gold fields were exploited | 
before the Russian revolution largely by | 
means of British capital and American | 
engineering skill. Pioneers of the yee | 
who unearthed the riches of Californ os 
and Alaska crossed into Northern Asia 
and introduced modern methods of | 
placer mining along the rich gold- | 
bearing rivers that flow northward into 
the Arctic Ocean. The Lena is one of | 
the largest of these, rising near Lake | 
Baikal and entering the Arctic by the 
numerous mouths of an extensive delta, 
after flowing 2,700 miles through Rus- 
sian territory.

LONDON, April 30.—A striking decla- 
ration on the menace to the empire of 
the emissaries of the Bolsheviki was 
made by Home Secretary Sir William 
Joynson-Hicks, in a speech here today. 

Referring to the anxiety caused by the 
activities of Bolshevist agents and to 
the demand for an assurancé~that the 
Government was alive to ‘the danger 
Sir William indicated that his work ot 
be effective, must be done secretly. In 
good time, he asserted, they would know 
what the Government was doing. Then 
he went on: 

“You and I know there is a great 
power hanging over the east of Europe 
like some black form, which is bent 
upon the destruction of the Constitution 


of every civilized country. So long as 
there is a Government in Europe whose 
main purpose in life is the destruction 
of constiutional government in other 
parts of the world, so long must we be 
on our guard against the emissaries of 
that Government. 

‘“‘We are bound to defend our institu- 
tions, our rights and privileges and until 
that Government comes to the conclu- 
sion that it should mind its own affairs 
and leave us to mind ours, there can 
never be any real friendship between 


the two countries, 

‘Let them, if they like, erase the 
name of God from their own country 
but let them leave us to our belief in 
our religion.

$50,000 IN GEMS LOST 
IN ELEVATOR HOLD-UP 


New York Diamond Salesman Re- 
ports Robbery by Armed Pair 
in Chicago Building.

CHICAGO, April 30.—Two well dressed, 
youthful bandits cornered Victor Rosen- 
baum, a diamond salesman, in an ele- 
vator in the Hunter Building this after- 
noon, Rosenbaum reported to the police, 
took $50,000 In unset diamonds from him 
and escaped, after beating the elevator 
operator over the head with a revolver. 

Rosenbaum, whose home is at 1,948 
East Eighteenth Street, Brooklyn, is a 
salesman for Finkelstein Brothers, dia- 
mond importers, 15 Maiden Lane, New 
York City. He has been in Chicago a 
week, he told the police, and visited the 
Hunter Building to see a customer, 
Elias Shahen, whose retail jewelry con-

Apparently the robbers, both about 25

THD TIGKET FIGHT 


SAYS THEY ARE BOLTERS 


Declares Many of Them Voted for 
Republican Candidates for Mayor 
In 1917 and 1921. 


A broad hint that a third party might 
be the outcome, should he be turned 
| down for a renomination by the Demo- 

| crats, and a bid for Republican votes 

| were seen by politicians in a statement 
by Mayor Hylan yestérday when he was 

asked to comment on the movement of 

| the Democratic women to oppose him as 
candidate for a third term. 

The Mayor declared that he felt con- 
vinced Republicans and Democrats 
alike, regardless of party, who believed 

| in the five-cent fare and in lower tele- 
| phone, gas and electric rates would 
stand with him in his fight for re- 
election. 

The Republicans, of course, could be 
of no use to the Mayor in a primary 
| fight for renomination, and this fact 
seized upon by. politicians as an evi- 
dence that Mayor Hylan—who always 
has professed himself an out-and-out 
party man—might not be willing to abide 
| by thé results of the primary vote, but 
| if turned down might make his appeal 
to the voters as an independent with 
| the backing of William R. Hearst. 

In his comment on the Democratic 
| women Mayor Hylan accused them of ir- 
| 
| of 1917 and the Curran-Hylan election 
in 1921, on both of which occasions, the 
Mayor declared, many of their number 
had supported the Republican candidate 
and opposed him, Articles that have 
appeared recently in the newspapers, 
| telling of the opposition in certain 
| Democratic quarters to his nomination, 


were branded by the Mayor as traction 
| propaganda. He added that some of the 
newspapers hoped “‘to get a look in on 
the billion-dollar melon when it is cut,’’ 
having. reference to what the traction 
companies—as he professes to see it— 
would realize in increased earnings, if 
he (Hylan) was not on the ce to pro- 
fect the people against the jumping of 
ares. 

Commissioner of Accounts David 
Hirshfield also squeezed into the picture 
yesterday with two typewritten pages of 
epistolary attacks on the Democratic 
women, whose cpposition to Mr, Hearst, 
Mayor Hylan’s Commissioner of Ac- 
counts, pronounced ‘‘disgusting.’’ 

Mayor Hylan’s statement follows: 

“T haven't anything to say about these 
women that the press say are ready to 
| shelve me because several of the good 
ladies mentioned in the papers this morn- 
ing were active against me and the 
whole Democratic ticket in my former 
campaign for the mayoralty, and sup- 
ported Mayor Mitchell and Mr. Curran. 
I am sure that the great mass of voters 
of this city, both men and women, re- 
member this. The voting public of this 
city have very good memories. 

“The so-called opposition to my re- 
nomination in the newspapers is propa- 
ganda by the traction and financial in- 
terests, who want to get a slice of the 
| dollar profit that they expect to 
make out of continuing to jam and crowd 
| the people into the subways and elevated 

lines, and to grab all the additional val- 

uable transit privileges of the city worth 
millions of dollars. 

“The traction newspapers give front- 
page stories to this propaganda because 
they hope to get a look in on the billion 
dollar mellon when it is cut. The line- 
up is beginning to formulate now. Those 
Democrats and Republicans consisting 
of the plain people, who want a five-cent 
fare continued, are with this administra- 
tion, those that want the fare increased 
from 8 to 10 cents are lining up against 
the administration. Therefore, those 

| who want a 5-cent fare continued, and 
| cheaper gas, electric and telephone rates, 











will stand with us regardless of party; 
and those that are for an increased car- 
fare, increased telephone, electric and 
| Sas rates will be lined up against us.’’

MAYOR'S TUNNEL PLAN 
CALLED A DEAD ISSUE 


West New Brighton Board of 


Trade to Oppose Any Effort 
to Revive It. 


The West New Brighton Board of 
Trade has decided to approve a rapid 
transit tunnel to Staten Island and at 
a meeting held yesterday declared in 
favor of the Nicoll-Hofstadter bill re- 
cently signed by Governor Smith. The 
organization further elected to send a 
delegation to City Hall to be present at 
the hearing by Mayor Hylan on Tues- 
day and to urge that Staten Island re- 
ceive transit relief as soon as possible. 

While the organization heretofore had 
approved the Hylan plan of tunnel, it 
was the opinion of yesterday’s meeting 
that when the Governor signed the tun- 
nel bill the question of a combined 
freight and passenger tunnel became a 
dead issue. The meeting declared its 
opposition to any attempt by the Mayor 
to fight the constitutionality of the bill. 
Such a course, it wag held, would waste 


time and delay the coming of real rapid | 


transit to Richmond. 

The West New Brighton Board of 
Trade is the second Richmond organiza- 
tion within five days to abandon its sup- 
port of the Hylan type of tunnel. There 
is much speculation as to what action 
the Staten Island Civic League will take 
at its meeting today. The league has 
invited twenty-two civic organizations to 
send representatives to the meeting. 
William Wirt Mills, Commissioner of 
Plant and Structures, is a Vice Presi- 
dent of the league, and it has con- 
sistently favored the Hylan plan for the 
tunnel. The purpose of the meeting is 
to discuss what action the league will 
take at the public hearing on Tuesday.

Mr. Wherry added that there were two 
ways of doing this, one by increasing 
fares and the other by adopting the 
Transit Commission's plan for the uni- 
fication of the city’s transit systems. 


ASKS RECONSTRUCTION 
OF BROOKLYN STATIONS 


Transit Commission’s Engineer 


Recommends That DeKalb and 
Myrtle Aus. Be Express Stops. 


Reconstruction of the De Kalb Avenue 
and Myrtle Avenue stations of the 
Fourth Avenue subway, Brooklyn, were 
recommended yesterday in a report to 
the Transit Commission by Daniel L. 
Turner, its consulting engineer. The 
two stations are among the principal 
points of congestion on the B. M. T. 
system and Mr. Turner recommended 
that each be changed into an express 
station. 

The commission directed that copies of 
the report be sent to the Board of Trans- 
portation and to the company with the 
request that they give the commission 
the benefit of any suggestions. The esti- 
mated cost of the work recommended by 
Mr. Turner is $4,500,000, which would be 
reduced if a narrower station platform 
were decided upon for the Myrtle Ave- 
nue station. 

For De Kalb Avenue, Mr. Turner sug- 
gested the widening of the subway tun- 
nel to permit the construction of one 
additional track and one additional sta- 
tion platform on the east side of the 
Flatbush Avenue Extension. In the 
trackway of one of the centre tracks 
he suggested the construction of another 
additional platform. The proposed 
change would make De Kalb Avenue a 
six-track, six-platform express station 
and facilitate the movement through it 
of both trains and passengers, 

To provide better accommodatjons for 
the crowds that transfer between tbe 
elevated railroad and the subway at the 
Myrtle Avenue station, Mr. Turner sug- 
gested the widening of the tunnel at 
that point to make each platform twenty 
feet in width instead of fourteen. Mr. 
Turner expressed belief that with ex- 
press service at this station a fourteen- 
foot platform would be inadequate. 

The Board of Estimate recently made 
an appropriation for lengthening the sta- 
tion platforms at these and other 
Fourth Avenue subway stations. Mr. 
Turner said he believed the work of 
lengthening the station platforms and 
changing the De Kalb Avenue and Myr- 


tle Avenue stations into tops 
should go on together, ee

TO BE TESTED TOMORROW 


Hop to the Pole Is Scheduled for 
May 15, and Fliers Hope to 
Make It in Eight Hours. 


Roald Amundsen has invited seven 
@rominent New York men to serve as an 
American Advisory Commitiee in his 
flight over the North Pole this Spring. 
The seven have accepted and the com- 
mittee is functioning, it was learned 
yesterday. Bernon S. Prentice, Charles 
Hayden, E. Roland Harriman. Grayson 
M-P. Murphy, James H. Perkins, Mar- 
shall Field and Bayard Dominick are 
the seven. Ways to help the expedition 
succeed or relieve it in emergency are 
being planned by the commitcee. 
‘Lincoln Ellsworth of New York, who 
will fly with the Norwegian explorer 
from Spitzbergen, is believed to have 
been responsible for se'ecting the com- 
mittee of Americans. Before leaving for 
Spitzbergen about six weeks ago, 
Amundsen held several conferences with 
the members. The nature of their as- 
sistance has not been d’vulged. 

Mr. Ellsworth, who has mae several | 
explorations and is an engineer of some 
etanding, is credited with having raised 
$100,000 to help meet the cost of the ex- 
pedition. This is more than half the es- 


timated expense. The remainder, is said 
to have been raised or pledged in Nor- 


way. r 

A member of the American committee 
was advised yesterday that the two 
Italian planes to be used by Amundsen 
and Ellsworth had arrived at Spitzber- 

m, where the explorers are preparin 
for a trial flight tomorrow. Should thfs 
test prove successful, and the weather 
favorable, the party will hop from Spitz- 
bergen on May 15. If everything goes 
well the explorers expect to be at the 
North Pole, only about 10 degrees from 
Spitzbergen, within eight hours.

At a hearing before Deputy State Con- 
troller Vincent G. Hart, directed against 
theatrical ticket agencies reselling seats 
at more than a fifty-cent advance over 
box office prices, John A. Sullivan, 
President of the Sullivan Theatre Ticket 
Service Company, at 729 Seventh 
Avenue, testified yesterday that the 
practice of making service charges of $1 
per month against customers’ accounts is 
common in the business here. 

Sullivan was called upon to testify by 
Edwin P. Kilroe, attorney for Louis 
Cohen, proprietor of a ticket agency at 
204 West Forty-second Street, to show 
“that other reputable ticket agencies 
besides Cohen's are making service 
charges.” The hearing was in the State 
Controller's office, at 100 East Forty- 
fifth Street. : 

Sullivan said the charge was origin- 
ated by him ag necessary to cover book- 
keeping expenses, and generally aver- 
aged $4 to $6 per year for each cus- 
tomer. He admitted also charging 25 
cents a ticket for delivery. 

An official of Tyson & Co. said they 
sold about 800,000 tickets a year. After 
instructing Attorney Kilroe for Cohen 
and Attorney Robert B. Haner for the 
State to submit briefs. Controller Hart 
closed the case against the Cohen 
Agency, 

Peter Jacobs, a clerk in the of- 
fice of the Consoli Opera and Ticket 
Agency, at 1,416 Broadway, was charged 
by Policewoman Margaret Gardiner with 
having sold her two $2.20 seats for the 
Metropolitan Opera House at $3.30 each 
on April 11.

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GOOD ON PASSPORT 


Secretary of State Asked to 
Give Married Women Same 
Rights as Men. 


SEEK FEDERAL AMENDMENT 


New York Organization to Keep Up 
State Campaign in Order to 
Convince Doubters. 


A resolution calling upon Secretary 
of State Kellogg to support the brief 
submitted to him by the National 
Woman’s Party claiming the right of 
a married woman under the law to sign 
her own family name to an application 
for a passport was adopted at the an- 
nual meeting of the New York State 
Branch of the National Woman’s Party 
at Allerton House, Lexington Avenue 
and Fifty-seventh Street, yesterday 
afternoon. 

Considerable interest was shown in the 
attitude of Secretary Kellogg toward 
the matter of a woman’s passport and 
the fact that he has agreed to present 
the brief to President Cooldinge. Doris 
Stevens, National Vice President of the 
Woman's Party, proposed the resolution, 
and asked the women to communicate 
personally with the State Department, | 
in order to give evidence of. the “‘in- 
terest women have in being able to keep 
their own names if they choose.’’ The 
resolution reads: 

“Be it Resolved, That the annual meet- 
ing of the New York State Branch of 
the National Woman’s Party, held at 
the Allerton House, Lexington Avenue 
and Fifty-seventh Street, on April 30, 
1925, calls upon the Honorable Secretary 
of State, Mr. Frank B. Kellogg, to rule 
that henceforth any married woman 
may be granted a passport in the name 
by which she chooses to be known, 
under the exact condition by which a 
married man is granted a passport.’’ 


Seven Discriminations Gone. 


Mrs. Clarence M. Smith, New York 
Chairman, presided at the meeting, and 
reports were read from the various State 
delegates. In reviewing the accomplish- 
ments of the organization Mrs. Smith 
said in part: 

“In the past four years the Woman's 
Party has caused the removal of seven 
discriminations against the women of 
New York. Two bills have been passed 
equalizing the law and-giving the same 
responsibility to the wife and mother 
with regard to abandonment of her 
spouse and children and leaving them 
to become a charge upon the State as! 
was the law for the husband and| 
father. These laws have affected 
3,400,000 women. 

“I feel that the only logical and ‘per- 
manent way by which we can establish 
equal rights for men and women must be | 
through the passage of a _ Federal 
amendment. We are going on with the 
State legislative campaign not because 
we think the State method the right 
one, for we do not. But the purpose of 
the State legislative campaign is three- 
fold: First, through the State Equal 
Rights bill, we are able to point out to 
doubting men and women who say that 
if a Federal equal rights amendment 
is passed, it will be impossible to equal- 
ize all laws relating to the family and 
bring them into harmon with the 
amerdment, that it is possible to make 
the laws equal without destroying the 
home; second, we are educating our 
members and members of the Legisla- 
ture, and, third, through the State legis- 
lative campaign we are able to secure 
an immense amount of public attention 
that we might not otherwise have. Per- 
haps it is better that so few bills for 
been passed, for 
women will realize the futility of trying 

rights by State 
methods.”’

President and Chairman of the Syracuse 
Branch, told of the work in her ter- 
ritory and its growth during the past 
year.

BECK’S RESIGNATION 


Solicitor Genera! Will Quit Post 
. When His Successor Shall 
Have Been Appointed. 


CAPITAL DISCUSSES CAUSE 


Some Think President’s Fallure to 
Name Beck to Supreme Bench 
or St. James’s Led to Action.

WASHINGTON, April 80.—President 
Coolidge today formally accepted the 
resignation of James M. Beck as Solici- 
tor General, to take effect when a suc- 
cessor shall have been appointed and 
shall have qualified. This formality fol- 
lowed the publication of reports that the 
Solicitor General was to retire.

Beok’s Letter of Resignation, 


Solicitor General Beck’s letter of resig- 
nation and President Coolidge’s ac- 


ceptance were given out today at the 
White House. Mr. Beck's letter read as 
follows: 


April 15, 1925, 
Dear Mr. President: 

Next month I shall have completed 
forty-one years in the practice of my 
profession, of which fifteen have been 

iven to the service of the Government 

n the Department of Justice. During 
the last four years, it has been my 
great privilege to be the Solicitor Gen- 
eral of the United States. No posi- 
tion, to a lawyer, shoulc be more en- 
viable; but when I explain te you that 
I have had charge for the Govern- 
ment of 983 cases in the Supreme 
Court during the last year, and have 
at times, through force of circum- 
stances, performed the ‘double duty of 
Acting ‘Attorney General and Solicitor 
General, you will appreciate that the 
work has meant a very rreat strain to 
my eyesight, which has never been of 
the best, 

It was for this reason that about a 
year ago I explained to you my desire 
to retire from an office which, other- 
wise, it would be a great satisfaction 
to me to continue to hold. Circum- 
stances subsequentiy arose which 
made it a matter of loyalty for me to 
continue in my office during the try- 
ing period when the Department of 
Justice was under attack. 

As that has now ceased, with the 
confirmation of the new Attorney 
General, I am writing to tender my 
resignation as Solicitor General of the 
United States. As I want to be of 
any assistance that is in my power to 
the new Attorney Genera! in the first 
days of his administration, I suggest 
that my resignation be effective at 
your convenience. 

Under other circumstances, I should 
prefer to remain as Solicitor General 
until the completion of the_ present 
term of the Supreme Court in June, 
but after the hard work of the last 
four years I want to get a good rest 
before resuming tha practice of my 
proreamen: in Washington and New 

ore 

With an abiding appreciation of your 
many courtesies to me and with the 
hope and expectation that, in or out 
of public office, I can continue in 
some way to serve your Administra- 
tion and the public, I am, dear Mr. 
President,

Coolidge’s Letter in Reply. 


President Coolidge’s letter to Mr. Beck 
read as follows: 


April 80, 1925, 
My dear Mr. Solicitor General: 

i have your recent letter, expressing 
once more your desire to retire from 
the post of Solicitor General as soon 
as may be convenient. On several ear- 
lier occasions within the past ear 
you have indicated to me your wish to 
retire, and I am, therefore, constrained 
to acaquiése e, much as I regret your 
loss from the public service. 

Having in mind that there are somes 
important cases which you have pre- 
pared for presentation in the Supreme 
Court, and recalling your enerous 
assurance to me of your willingness 
to remain until they may be urged, 
I accept your resignation to take ef- 
fect when your successor shall have 
been appointed and shall have quali- 
fied. This arrangement will insure 
to the Government the advantage of 
having you represent it in the pending 
important matters. 

In accepting your resignation, I wish 
to make particular etimmowiidaeaat 
of the faithfulness and distinguished 


| ability with which you have discharged 


the duties of your high position. Your 
record, as Solicitor General, will stand 
as one of the notable proofs that the 
Government is so many times for- 
tunate in being able to enlist the most 
eminent of talents and highest fidelity, 
not because of the compensation, but 
because of the fine sentiments of 
patriotism which animate those who 
thus do honor to the public service. 
At a great sacrifice to yourself in 
everything save only reputation, you 
have given your splendid energy and 
exceptional capacity to the furtherance 
of the national interests.

PHILADELPHIA, April 30.—James M.

‘‘Now, without reference to the reports 
of the newspapers,'’ Mr. Beck declared, 


| ‘IT want to say that the last four years 
| have been the happiest and most useful 


of my life. As Solicitor General I have 
represented the Government in 100 cases 
in the Supreme Court and have per- 
sonally examined a majority of the 
briefs and have argued 100 of these 
cases before the court. 

‘Again, without reference to published 
reports, I want to say that before his 
death I informed President Harding, 
and after his death President Coolidge, 
that I desired to be relieved. I told 
them it was with reluctance that I had 
reached that decision because the office 
of Solicitor General is the most enviable 
to which a lawyer could aspire. For, 
as such, he represents the world’s big- 
gest client before the world's greatest 
cour rt. 

‘But it is true that tonight I feel that 

I have not begun to climb as high as I 
have aspired and, as the shadows 
lengthen, I fear I never shall. Like 
most fishermen, I find the biggest fish 
got away. I feel life has dealt gener- 
ously with me and so I will ask you not 
to credit the statement that I leave of- 
fice with a sense of disappointment.

In electricity production from _ fuel 
power New York had 13.64 per cent. of ‘ 
the total, Pennsylvania 12.88, Illinois 
11.45, Ohio 9.39, California 6.20, Michi- 
gan 4.97, West Virginia 4.45 and Massa- 
chusetts 4,28, 

Illinois displaced Pennsylvania as the 
leading State in the amount of coal used 
by public utility power plants.

WASHINGTON, April 30.—The Inter- 
nal Revenue Bureau today issued a com- 
parative statement of income taxes col- 
lected by States during the first quarter 
of the year and the corresponding 
period of last year. It shows that in 
1924 the collections were $586,780,190.39 
and in 1925 they were $519,238,820.98, a 
decrease of $67,541,369.41. 

The collections for 1924 were made 
under the old tax rates and before the 
25 per cent. reduction was in effect, The 
figures for 1925 show the taxes collected 
under the new and much lower rates, 

The fact that there was a loss of only 
$67,541,369 despite the cuts in rates is 
accepted as a demonstration that busi- 
ness is expanding steadily, notwith- 
standing occasional setbacks,, and that 
normal business conditions of today will 
return a larger revenue than would have 
been obtained under similar rates and 
circumstances even a year ago, Experts 
say the figures show that business was 
peneranty more favorable in 1924 than in 
i Collections in some of the States are 
as follows:

APPLAUDS BRITAIN’S MOVE. 


Hoover Says Gold Standard Will 
Benefit Economic World. 


Special to The New York Times. 
WASHINGTON, April 30.—Secretary 
Hoover expressed the opinion today that 
the return of Great Britain to the gold 
standard would benefit the economic 
world at large. With the action taken 


by Great Britain, he said, all but about 
| 10 per cent. of the world’s trade would 
go on a gold basis. 

According to estimates made by Secre- 
tary Hoover, the total exports and im- 
ports now involved in world trade are 
valued at about $45,000,000,000, and of 
this amount about $35,000,000,000 is now 
put on a gold basis. German marks, he 
said, automatically go on a gold basis 
following sterling, under the provisions 
of the Dawes plan. 

Secretary Hoover made some calcula- 
tions on the basis of total imports and 
exports amounting to $35,657,275,000 for 
the year 1923, covering the more im- 
portant trade sections of the world. The 
foreign trade (imports and exports com- 
bined) of countries whose currencies sre 
now at or near par, or stabilized with 
relation to the dollar, were, in 1923, as 
follows: 


Europe, $16,743,080,000. 

Far and Near East, $5,655,072,000. 
Latin America, $1,486,595,000, 
North America, $9,892,469,000. 
Union of South Africa, $418,725,000, 


Argentina, Paraguay and Uruguay, 
$1, 461,334,000. 

The general effect of the return of 
Great Britain and other countries to a 
gold standard, Secretary Hoover said, 
would be favorable, as the resumption 
of the gold basis would reduce the vol- 
ume of speculation during fluctuation of 
exchange rates. 

Unfavorable developments of a tem- 
porary nature, Secretary Hoover be- 
lieved, would be unimportant as com- 
pared with the general gain to be ob- 
tained by the stability of foreign trade 
through the removal of risks because of 
exchange fluctuations on contracts. 

The lifting of the British embargo on 
gold, in the opinion of Secretary Hoover, 
will not have any immediate effect upon 
the surplus stocks of gold in this coun- 
try, but will permit gold to flow more 
freely when this is warranted by condi- 
tions of international trade.

immediately has obtained the most fa- 
vorable reaction in every direction by in- 
dustry and commerce. France and Italy 
should follow suit, and it presents a 
problem of extreme difficulty, 

“The French’ bondholders’ holding 
many millions of French bonds, every- 
body having a savings account measured 
in francs, or a domestic bond, or obli- 
gations measured in francs, or an in- 
surance policy, want the frane worth 
19.3 cents gold, ag it was before the 
war. As it is, the franc is worth about 
5.2 cents gold, with slight fluctuations. 
To raise the franc to a gold parity, or 
to 19.3 cents gold, would mean*taxing 
the French people nearly 400 per cent. 
for war debt, if they had to pay the 
debt in francs worth 19.3 cents instead 
of 5.2 cents, gold. 

“It is a conflict of interests between 
the creditor class and the debtor class, 
when it comes to the issue of giving a 
fixed value to the frane in gold. In 
my judgment the franc should be valor=- 
ized at its present price or at a figure 
slightly higher, so as to nmiake the franc 
a convenient factor of either the dollar 
or of the pound sterling, to facilitate 
exchange calculations.”’ 


CAILLAUX CONSIDERS 
REHABILITATION PLANS 


Is Said to Deprecate Fixing a 
Reduced Franc Value Gold 
Standard.

PARIS, April 30.—The conviction is 
asserted in certain financial circles here 
that M. Caillaux has no intention of 
proceeding with an arbitrary ‘“‘monetary 
revolution.” _ 

It is said the Finance Minister be- 
Heves that improvement in France’s fi- 
nances is not to be made by fixing a 
reduced franc value gold standard and 
that the situation is not due entirely to 
the monetary problem. But according 
to experts he is convinced that France 
will not again enjoy the benefits of 
lasting economic equilibrium if a mone- 
tary equilibrium is not found. 

On this basis, it is said, M. Caillaux 
is considering simultaneously the pursuit 
of two plans which cannot be separated: 
Fniancial improvement and monetary 
improvement. 

A technical controversy is raging here 
because M. Caillaux in the course of 
his declarations mentioned certain unde- 
fined monetary operations which led 
many to believe he intended proceeding 
at an early date with restoring the gold 
standard and devaluing the paper franc. 
His, friendly critics, however, assert 
that his plans will ‘be of far wider 
scope and that seizing upon a single 
sentence he has spoken is a parody of 
truth. 

An important point made is that re- 
sumption of the gold basis would throw 
off budget calculations and make the 
Government receipts an unknown quan- 
tity while interfering with completion 
of reconstruction of the devastated re- 
gions and consolidation of the floating 
debt. These many points and the ulti- 
mate rate of the exchange of paper for 
gold francs necessitate long and careful 
study, and the legal effects on renting 
and insurance contracts, &c., must be 
analyzed by experts, 

Finally it is said that monetary re- 
form can become law only when there 
4s uncontestable proof that ail those fac- 
tors which enter into financial health 
and exchange stability have reached a 
state of equilibrium permitting the gold 
standard to be adopted without risk of 
further instability. Thus, the monetary 
reform must be the consummation of a 
series of other reforms, say close stu- 
dents -of the situation, who assert that 
it is foolish to try to set a date for 
restoring the gold franc or even to say 
definitely what the standard value of 
the future france will be. 

These same experts say the de facto 
stability of the franc existing for the 
last few months must be maintained in 
order to insure de jure stability when 
the time is ripe. It is painted out that

PREVENTABLE ACCIDENTS. | 

The American Railway Association 
reports that the railways carried nine 
times the population of the United 
| States during 1924 with fatalities at 
| the rate of but one for each 6,314,000. 
The danger is less riding in express 
trains than in walking across the 
streets. In this city 963 persons were 
killed by automobiles last year, and 
there is a long list of places which had 
more motor fatalities than the 149 
total killed on the railways. Yet there 
is one exception to the wonderfully 
good and improving safety record of 
the railroads. Grade-crossing fatalities 
are increasing although 
decreasing in proportion to traffic.

through powerful telescopes.

Automobile Safety Devices. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

The suggestions of Stanley M. Isaacs 
for Wmechanical aids to safety in his letter 
printed by you on April 22 do not touch 
the centre of the problem of ‘safety at all. 
The trouble in nmiinor as well as major ac- 
cidents is not with the machine, but with 
the operator in at least four out of five} 
cases in which it is not due to a pedestrian’s 
carelessness. 

The National Safety Council found some 
years ago that the utmost ingenuity and 
most lavish expenditure for safety devices 
in industries did not prevent more than one- 
fourth of the accidents. Furthgr reduction 
was not attained until the workers were 
educated into safety habits; then a marked 
reduction, often over 50 per cent., took place 
in accidents in those factories where this 
educational work was done. 

The situation is exactly the same with 
automobiles. In the nearly universal stop- 
light, in four-wheel brakes, in rear-vision 


and swift control we already have a lavish 
equipment for safety. Its re-

Wealthy to Child Need. 
CALLS ATTACKERS EXTREME 


Agrees Want Is Greater Elsewherey 
but Prefers One Where It Can 
Open the Public’s Eyes. 


August Heckscher sald yesterday tha® 
the main purpose of the proposed six- 
teen-acre playground in Central Park 
was to give the city an object lesson of 
the need of such parks and to inspire 
wealthy men and women to take an in- 
terest in the children of the city and 
fyrnish them with other playgrounds. 

“I agree most heartily,"’ he said, 
“with those who say that what Is most 
needed is small playgrounds in the con- 
gested neighborhoods. Hundreds of 


sthousands of poor children who live in 
| these crowded neighborhoods get no real 


chance to play, and it is to be hoped 
that wealthy men and women of this 
city will see that this great need exists 
and raise the money which is needed.

size up. 

“I am planning now, at the suggestion 
of Governor Smith, to equip such a play= 
ground in tne Mulberry Bend district, 
provided the city will give the land.

A service unique in the history of

American history should be rewritten 
for school children so they may get a

“Rewrite our school history. Retain, 
if- you must, the appeal to boyhooid's 
romanticism, but lift your struggles to 
the plane of ethics and ideals of human 
betterment, Have your conflict, but 
have them between moral forces. IJ!lus- 
trate the progress,that has been made in 
| the history of the world by the spirit of 
ithe independence of souls, of moral 
| courage in the face of physical obsta- 
cles, by the spirit of the ideals of hu- 
man kinship as against the older reac- 


tion.’’

Official confirmation of the report that 
the pld Lincoln Hospital, which opened 
| its doors eighty years ago in what is 
now the southern section of the Bronx, 
is to liquidate its assets and end its 
activities with the close of the present 
calendar year was given yesterday by 
Mrs. Landon K. Thorne of 950 Park 
Avenue, head of the institution's Board 
of Managers. 

The cause is said to be inability to 


| meet the cost of running expenses under 


the present endowment and resources 
and. the city’s refusal to take it over 
and maintain it as a municipal institu- 
tion. The city received an optional right 
to do this under a special act passed by 
the State Legislature a year ago. 

The closing or the hospital, it is de- 
elared, will deprive 350,000 residents of 
South Bronx of emergency hospital ser- 
vice. The only other sucn institution 
available in that borough is the Ford- 
ham Hospital, whose trustees recently 
announced plans for additional buildings 
to relieve overcrowding. 

Mrs. Thorne denied reports that the 
Lincoln Hospital is to be closed imme 
diately. ‘‘It is bound by its contract 
with the city,’’ she said, ‘‘to furnish am- 
bulance service until Jan. 1, 1926, and 
must therefore remain in existence until 
next year. But efforts are already being 
made to find places for the hundred- 


odd nurses and seventeen staff physi- 
cians, and the Board of Managers is 
considering means for liquidating the 
hospital endowment and real estate.’’ 

Financial difficulties make it impossi- 
ble for the hospital to continue, accord- 
ing to Mrs. Thorne, The hospital has 
an endowment fund of $1,000,000, yield- 
ing about $60,000 income, she _ said. 
Eighty = eent. of the hospital patients 
are assigned to the institution by the 
city, which pays $2.50 a day each for 
their care. The cost per day for each 
patient is computed at $4.07 hospital 
authorities, who say that care of city 
patients created a deficit of $0,000 last 
year. 

“Another difficulty facing the hospital 
is that under a ruling of the State 
Board of Hospitals we must build sep- 
arate buildings for housing our nurses.”’ 
Mrs. Thorne said. ‘‘No funds are avail- 
able for this purpose.”’ 

The Legislature, following an emer- 
gency message from Governor Smith 
last April, passed a bill aaesesnns the 
city to take over Lincoln Hospital un- 
der conditions similar to those obtajning 
at Bellevue Hospital. The bill left de- 
tails of the acquisition to the Board of 
Estimate.

The 
fifth, Dr. John J. McGrath, head of the 
Board of Trustees of Bellevue and Al- 
lied Hospitals, reported adversely. 

“‘Curiously enough, Dr. McGrath's ad- 
verse report was the only one of the 
five read by Mayor Hylan to the Board 
of Estimate,’’ Mrs. Thorne declared. 

If taken over by the city, Lincoln 
Hospital, she said, would not be allied 
to Bellevue, but would be directed by 
Commissioner of Welfare Bird S. Coler. 

In his report made to the Board of 
Estimate on Feb. 24 last, Dr. McGrath 
pointed out that the hospital property, 
which is bounded by Concord and Wales 
Avenues and 14lst and 142d Streets, the 
Bronx, consists of a five-story main 
building and several disconnected struc- 
tures of one, two and three stories each; 
that the buildings were erected on un- 
excavated rock and are without cellars; 
that the plan of the main building was 
obsolete and unsuited to the purposes 
of a modern hospital; that it is now 
dilapidated, in a neglected condition and 
is ‘ta veritable firetrap.”’ 

Dr. McGrath estimated it would cost 
$775,000 to put the buildings in proper 
condition. “If this hospital must close,” 
he said, ‘‘the city might better construct 
a new hospital in a more desirable 1Io- 
cation.””

FORGED BOK’S NAME; 
GETS A PRISON TERM 


Hedman, Who Passed $125 
Check on Rupert Hughes, Sent 
to Sing Sing for 8, Years. 


“AN ARISTOCRAT OF CRIME” 


Court Denounces Finnish University 
Graduate—Must Serve an Un- 
expired Sentence. 


| 

Victor B. Hedman, Finnish University 
graduate and musician, whose right 
name was reported to be Isidore Saal, 
was sentenced to eight years and six 
months in Sing Sing when arraigned yes- 
terday before Judge Francis X. Man- 
cuso in General Sessions. He pleaded 
guilty last week of forging the name 
of Edward W. Bok, donor of the peace 
prize, to a check which Hedman passed 
on Rupert Hughes, the author. 

In pronouncing sentence the Court 
declared that Hedman, who had been 
released from Dannemora Prison a short 
time before the offense, was ‘‘an aristo- 
crat of crime,”’ entitled to less consider- 
ation in the matter of leniency than the 
ordinary hold-up or burglar. Hed- 
man’s previous prison sentence was the 


outcome of forgeries. He told a proba- 
tion officer before sentence was imposed 
on him yesterday that he was_ 30 years 
old and a graduate of Alexis University 
in Finland. He said that while he was 
a prisoner in Dannemora he was the 
chief organist there. 

Hedman also was reported to have told 
detecives at the time of his arrest that 
his father was a wealthy importer and 
exporter in Helsingfors and that he 
came to this country soon after he was 
graduated to become a motion picture 
director. It was through forging the 
names of several prominent persons 
identified with the motion picture indus- 
ry that he received his first prison 
term. 

Hedman admitted that he had de- 
frauded Mr. Hughes, who had aided 
him with a small loan, by passing @ 
bogus check for $125 on the author and 
receiving cash for the difference between 
the amount of the loan and the check. 

Mr. Bok was a witness before the 
Grand Jury which returned the forgery 
indictment several weeks ago, but neith- 
er he nor Mr. Hughes was in court 
when Hedman was sentenced. Mr. Bok 
had written a letter to Judge Mancuso, 
however, in which he referred to Hed- 
man’s action in duping young women 
with checks, and added:z “If Hedman’s 
forgeries had only made me the finan- 
cial victim it would not have _ been 
so bad, because, after all, I think we 
men take things of that sort as part 
of a day’s work.” 

Hedman, it developed, had obtained 
Mr. Bok’s signature in Dannemora by 
inducing Mr. Bok to send him an auto- 
graphed copy of his autobiography. In 
addition to the sentence imposed yes- 
terday, Hedman will have to finish the 
unserved part of his five-year Danne- 
mora term, 

In passing sentence on Hedman Judge 
Mancuso said: 

“You are nothing but a cunning forger 
who specialized on women. If you had 
used the same ability in legitimate ways 
you might have made a success. With 
the exception of one or two none of 
your victims who complained could af- 
ford to lose the money. I can excuse a 
crime of impulse but not one premedi- 
tated as this one was.”’ 

The Court denounced the prisoner for 
his audacity in asking in a letter several 
days ago for a release on a suspended 
sentence and to be placed on probation. 


FINDS BOOTLEG PRICES 
AFFECT POOR HOMES 


Misuse of Liquor a Large Factor 
in Neglect of Children, Says 
Nassau Report.

Bootleg whisky at 50 and 
glass, the beer of former days at 
cents a glass and their effects on the 
workman's family were discussed yes- 
terday by Charles F. Golnick, Secretary 
of the Society for the Prevention of 
Cruelty to Children of Nassau County, 
in his quarterly report to the County 
Supervisors. 

“The misuse of bootleg liquor is by no 
means a small factor in the serious 
neglect of children in this county, as it 
is elsewhere,” said one paragraph of the 
report. “As an economic proposition it 
makes quite a difference in the family 
budget when the head of an average 
workman's family pays 50 or 75 cents 
per drink for bad liquor today, as against 
the 5-cent glass of beer sold to him in 
pre-prohibition days.” 

The report also attributed child neg- 
lect to parents who pursued pleasures, 
and stated that the society had dnvesti- 
gated during the quarter 100 cases, had 
prought 25 parents to court and had 
given temporary shelter to 60 children.

Brooklyn Baseball Club to Be 
Without President Till 
Stockholders Meet. 


VARIOUS PURCHASE RUMORS 


Funeral of E. J. McKeever to Be 
Held Tomorrow, but no Games 
Are Postponea. 





The Brooklyn Baseball Club will be 
without a President until after Sunday. 
With the death of Edward J. McKeever 
on Wednesday, which followed by twelve 
days the death of Charles H. Ebbets, 
the Robins have no official head and 
no provisions were made in the organi- 
zation’s constitution for the advance- 
ment of‘ other officers than the Vice 
President, which office Mr. McKeever 
held before the death of Mr. Ebbets. 
The only officers of the club at the 
present time are Stephen W. McKeever, 
who is the Treasurer, and Joseph Gil- 
leaudeau, Secretary. 

The stockholders will hold their next 
meeting next week, and at that time a 
new Board of Directors will be elected. | 


This group in turn will elect the new 
President, Vice President, Secretary and 
Treasurer. The present stockholders of 
the club include Stephen McKeever, who 
owns 25 per cent. of the stock; the heirs 
of Charles H. Ebbets, who will receive 
50 per cent. of the stock, and the heirs 
of Edward McKeever, who will receive 
the remaining 25 per cent. of the stock. 

Under its constitution the National 
League has no snnerty to elect a di- 
rector to conduct the business of the 
Brooklyn Club unless that club is unable 
to pay the salaries of the players and 
conduct its other financial business sat- 
isfactorily. John A. Heydler, President 
of the National League, said yesterday 
that the club was in a strong financial 
condition and that it would be unneces- 
sary for him to appoint any cone to take 
care of the business in the absence of 
a President. 

As a matter of fact the Brooklyn Club 
is considered one of the soundest organi- 
zations financially in professional base- 
ball. The value of the team, with Eb- 
bets Field and other holdingS, was esti- 
mated as high as $3,000,000 by baseball 
men yesterday. The fact that the 
Brooklyn fans are steady patrons of 
Ebbets Field and the Robins are able 
to play nineteen Sunday games each 
season on their home field were two 
elements Fipuries in the high valuation 
placed on the club. 

There was a great deal of talk yester- 
day concerrting possible purchasers of 
the club, but no definite offers were 
reported, Among those mentioned as 
possible future owners were Colonel T. 
L. Huston, former part owner of the 
New York Yankees; Jim Gaffney, for- 
mer owner of the Boston Braves; George 
W. Loft, who, it is said, is anxious to 
back William E, Kelly, County Clerk, 
as head of the Brooklyn Club, and 
George M. Cohan, the actor, who has 
been anxious to own a major league 
baseball club for several years. 

The funeral of Mr. McKeever will be 
held tomorrow morning, but no games 
in either league will be postponed. 
There probably will be some tribute to 
Mr. McKeever just before the games 
start. The Robins are scheduled to play 
at the Polo Grounds.

SERIOUS CRIMES FEWER

a Are “Destructive Political 


| Propaganda” and Accusers ‘“‘Foeg 
to Society,’’ Police Head Asserts, 


In a letter to Mayor Hylan Police 
Commissioner Richard E. Enright denied 
yesterday the charge of Harold G. Aron, 

Chairman of the Republican Publicity 
; Committee, that murders had increased 
| greatly during the seven years of Mayor 
| Hylan’s administration and that the ef- 
| ficiency of the police had decreased. Mr. 
| Enright characterized Mr. Aron’s 
|} charges as “false and destructive po- 
| litical propaganda’’ and declared that 


; those who published false statements 
| purporting to show that the police were 
inefficient were greater foes to society 
than the criminals. 

Mr. Enright asserted that Mr. 
has falsely stated there had been 1,909 
murders during the last seven years, 
while as a matter of fact there were 
only 1,747. Mr. Aron, he said, had in- 
cluded cases of justifiable homicide, ac- 
cidental homicide and infanticide, often 
accidental, to make his ‘‘murder’’ total. 
In discussing Mr. Aron’s percentage of 
convictions Mr. Enright said that in 
many cases the crimes were committed 
by persons who afterwards committed 
suicide or who were insane, for which 
reasons no indictments or convictions 
for murder could be obtained. 

“Such false and destructive propa- 
ganda heartens the criminal element and 
leads them to believe that desperate 
crimes may be committed with im- 
punity,’’ Mr. Enright said of Mr. Aron’s 
charges. ‘‘The systematic encouragement 
and glorification of the work of the 
criminal and, at the same time ridicul- 
ing and minimizing the work of the 
police, is a crime against public safety 
| and law and order in this city. I won- 
} der what the intelligent and right-think- 
ing people of this city think of these pro- 
moters of his sort of propaganda which 
incites murder and other high crimes in 
this community. 


Homicide Record of 1924. 
‘Harold G. Aron falsely states that 
| 333 murders were committed in this city 
in 1924, as against 240 in 1918. But the 


records show that only 310 such cases 
were repored jn “924. Of these cages, 
only 284 were properly classe? as mur- 
were reported in 1924. Of these cases, 
justifiable homicides ; 13 cases accidental] 
homicides; and 12 cases infanticide, 
often accidental; while in 2 cases the 
Chief Medical Examiner was in doubt 
as to whether the deaths were due te 
violence or natural cause. In several 
cases the slayers were insane. 

“Of the murders and mansilaughters 
thirteen were cases of Chinamen killed 
in the so-called. ‘Chinese Tong War,’ 
which occurred in this city the latter 
part of 1924, while several others were 
killings due to the bootlegging and hi- 
jacking feuds which have broken out 
from time to time since the advent of 
national prohibition. 

“These two sources have caused the 
principal increase in the number of 
1924 murders over 1918. In that year 
we had no bootleggers. 

“Aron falsely stated that ‘300 mur- 
ders of last year remain unsolved.’ Of 
the 284 murders we traced or ap- 
prehended more than 80 per cent. of 
the cases. Of the remaining cases many 
|} are of deaths to which there were no 
witnesses other than the slayers.’ 

“Aron falsely states that the police 
are to blame for fallure to obtain con- 
victions in many of these cases. The 
police have performed their whole duty 
when the criminal is apprehended, and 
the case is presented to the Grand Jury 
and later to the trial jury. We are 
not responsible for any failure to 
efficiently prosecute or for any failure 
|; upon the part of the trial juries who, 
for sentimental or other reasons, fail 
to convict the prisoner at the bar or 
render a verdict In keeping with the 
evidence presented to them. 


Many Juries Criticized. 


“The failure of juries to perform their 

full duty in many cases is notorious, 
and it has been the subject, upon many 
occasions, of severe criticism from the 
presiding Judges at such trials. 
“In many cases criminals who are 
| known to be guilty of capital offenses 
|} and who have so confessed to the police 
cannot be convicted because their cor- 
fessions under certain circumstances 
cannot be used against them, and for 
| lack of corroborating evidence a convic- 
tion cannot be obtained. 

“‘Aron falsely states that only twenty- 
| seven convictions for murder were ob- 

tained in 1924, when the truth is that 
| there were sixty-three convictions 

murder or manslaughter in cases 

{ borted during 1924, and a total of 
eighty-one convictions in trials which 
| took place in 1924 for crimes committed 
in that pone or prior thereto. 

“Of the murders committed in 1924, 
arrests have been made in 161 cases, 
or 56 per cent. of the total. In scores 
|of other cases the perpetrators of the 
crime are known and every effort is 
| being made to apprehend the criminals 
jand, in due course, many of them will 
|} be arrested and brought to trial. 
| “*Mr. Aron falsely states that there 
has been a steady increase in murder 
in this city during the last seven years 
while the truth is that there were 236 
murders in this city in 1917, the last 
year of the Mitchel-Woods Administra- 
| tion, in which Mr. Aron and his party 
| had some responsibility, only 67 con- 
|victions were ever obtained in these 
cases and 149 of the prisoners arrested 
| were discharged. Our population has 
risen 700,000 since them and bootleggers 
have been added to our murder produc~ 
ing elements. 

‘The record also shows that there 
were only 224 murders reported in this 
city in 1919, 254 in 1920 and 237 in 
;} 1921. This last figure was an inecreasa 
of only one over 1917, notwithstandin 

the fact that in the meantime 409,00 
uae been added to the population of this 
| city.’’ 


Says Serlous Crimes Decreased. 


Mr. Enright said that serious crimes 
of violence feared by the public, which 
included’ murder, felonious assaul‘, 
sault and robbery and burglary, had 
decreased from 13,143 in 1917 to 8,548 
in 1924. He denied that the police rec- 


ords were not available and said that 
the 1923 Police Department report had 
been delayed in printing because of lack 
of an appropriation and that this re- 
port with the 1924 report wou!d he is- 
sued in a short time. _ 

“The Republican-Citizens Union-fu- 
sion-Plunderbund monstfosity, being 
bankrupt of assets, sound policies or 
decent political issues which might en- 
title them to serious consideration from 
| the voters of the city,” Mr. Enright, 
continued, ‘‘have decided to resort te a 
campaign of vilification, falsehood and 
destructive propaganda, which consti- 
| tutes a libel upon the city, which is an 
encouragement to desperate criminals 
| and a menace to public safety, law and 
order. 

“You know, and I think a vast ma- 
jority of the voters Know, that this 
gang is not interested in public safety 
|or in anything else that might be for 
| the good and welfare of this city. They 
are interested in the ‘loaves and fishes’; 
they are out for the jobs and are hoping 
against hope that, under the cover of a 
fas attack, they may succeed in ab- 
taining a victory next Fall. The results, 
however, are very likely to be disap- 
pointing to them.’

Mrs. Bella Zilberman of 1,728 Caton 
Avenue, Brooklyn, President of the Citi- 
zens’ Committee for Music in the Parks, 
which claims more than 300,000 signa- 
tures to a petition to Mayor Hylan to 
reconsider his decision to prevent the 
Guggenheims from giving concerts in 
Central Park, succeeded yesterday in 
serving a copy of the petition on Cham- 
berlain Berolzheimer at the meeting of 


the Sinking Fund Commission. 

The petition was handed to Chamber- 
Jain Berolzheimer because he is accused 
of having induced Mayor Hylan to re- 
, ject the offer of the Guggenheims to 
‘ Guplicate, at a cost of $200,000, the series 
ot high-class concerts which they gave 
to severa] hundred thousand listeners in 
Central Park last year. 

In addition to presenting the petition 
to Chamberlain Berolzheimer, Mrs. Zil- 
berman passed copies of the petitions on 
the stairs and in the lobbies of City 
Hall for signatures. 

“T did wonderfully well in the Mayor's 
own building,’’ she said. ‘I obtained 
between fifty and sixty signatures to 
the petition requesting the Mayor to 
refrain from his announced intention of 
preventing the Guggenheims from giving 

ree concerts to the people because he 
can't have his name in big, black letters 
en the concert programs calling them 
Mayor Hylan’s People’s Concerts.” 7

The Orchestral Society. 


The American Orchestral Society, 
Chalmers Clifton conductor, gave the 
closing program of its third season yes- 
terday afternoon in Town Hall, As- 
sisting soloists were Olga Samaroff 
and Ossip Gabrilowitsch, who played 
Mozart's concerto in E flat for two 
pianos with the orchestra, The program 
was well arranged from the standpoint 
of musical interest and also as furnish- 
ing the instrumentalists opportunity of 
showing their capacities as perform- 
ers of orchestral music. It comprised 
Beethoven's third ‘‘Leonore’’ overture, 
Tchaikowsky’s Fantasy-Overture, 
“Romeo and Juliet,"’ the Mozart piano 
gomomrte and Lalo’s overture to “‘Le Roi

The aims of the American Orchestral 
Society were described briefly by Frank- 
lin Robinson and by Mr. Clifton himself 
in short speeches. In the past three 
years the American Orchestral Sooty, 
which prepares young players of orches- 
tral instruments for positions in sym- 
poser orchestras thro mee the United 

tates, has graduated s -six students. 

Twenty-four students wht have been 
graduated this season, students pre- 
pared to take part in concert per- 
formances of at least seventy-two stand- 
ard symphonic compositions, 

Mr. Clifton remarked that the work of 
the society had fallen upon particularly 
fruitful soil in New York, where there 
were more talented young musicians of 
various nationalities than in any other 
American city. It is the wish of those 
who have made possible the existence of 
this society for the training of young 
musicians to see similar organizations in 
ever large city, but no other place! 
coul have provided material in such | 
amount and quality as New York. Many | 
of the members of the orchestra, Mr. 
Clifton further remarked, pla profes- | 
sionally for a living. For this reason 
there have been occasions when engage- | 
ments, that the regular members of the} 
orchestra had to fill made it necessary | 
to replace them by older prefessional 
artists at the public concerts, but these 
occasions have been relatively few, and 
the American Orchestral Society is ex- 
actly what it purports to be—a training 
school for young orchestral players, 
from whose ranks the symphony or- 
chestras and other orchestral organiza- 
— of the country may recruit mem- 

ers. 

The performances reer Se had the 
quality of youthful enthuslasm, and 
often of warm and brilliant tone’ qual- 
ity in the strings. They were more 
than the performances of those who do 
y tee mgr ge what = are told. - Evi- 
dently the players had been drilled in a 
way that made them personally able to 
grasp the situations confronting them 
as members of an instrumental en- 
semble. The allegro of Beethoven’s 
overture was played with particular 
spirit. The more sensuous and romantic 
style of Tchaikowsky’s music was felt. 
There were careful observances of 
rhythm and accent. It wag not to be ex- 
pected that an orchestra made up of 
players of varying abilities and experi- 
ence would observe the most delicate 
nuances of such passages as the intro- 
duction of the ‘‘Leonore” overture. In 
general the results attained by Mr. 
Clifton spoke for themselves and showed 
the value of his labors. But there should 
have been better intonation. 

The performance of the Mozart con- 
certo was naturally the occasion for | 
salvos of applause. Mr. Gabrilowitsch’s | 
performance, in point of tone, touch 
and sterling peer aneete, and the ad- 
mirable collaboration of Mme, Samaroff | 
deserved no less. Orchestra and audi- 
ence applauded their exceptionally elo- 
quent ensemble. :

SCANDINAVIAN KRONER UP 


Pound Sterling Steady in Foreign 
Exchange Market—Unit of 
Purchases Increases. 


International business interests are 
now anticipating the return to par of 
other European currencies following the 
stabilization action taken by the Bank of 
England. Evidences of this were found 
yesterday in the foreign exchange 
market, which presented several price 
movements of interest. The feature was 
the shifting of speculation for the ad- 
| Vance from the pound sterling to such 
|motes as the various kinds of Scandi- 
navian kroner and the Spanish peseta. 


Price gaine ranged in these currencies 
from 10 to 30 points. The Swedish notes 
were the most active. 

The pound sterling. slowed down its | 
upward gait. The price range for the 
entire day was only one-half cent, the} 
lowest margin between its high and low 
quotation for a long time, and dealers 
said it was possible that a review of 
their records would carry back as far as 
eleven years to find a similar instance 
|; of steadiness. | 

This, dealers said, showed in absence | 
of speculation. Likewise, they reported, 
commercial buyers of sterling revealed 
more confidence. Instead of acquiring 
sterling bills in relatively small units | 
as before, they more than doubled the} 
size of their purchases, The unit of | 
purchase most commonly employed in| 
recent years was of £10,000, or roughly | 
$50,000. Yesterday the most common | 
unit was £25,000, or about $125,000. Had | 
there been any absence of confidence | 
lin the ability of J. P. Morgan & Co. | 
}and other agencies to keep the pound | 
| stabilized as to price level, it was said, 
| these purchases would have been in the, 
former small units. As it was, commer- | 
clal houses showed no reluctance in buy- | 
| ing $125,000 of sterling at a time, and} 
| there was no waiting to see if the price 

would recede. 

With sterling’s return to, or near, par, 
lit was reported that a stronger demand

securities. The investment trusts of the 
United Kingdom appeared to be espe- 
cially desirous of replacing lines which

emergency. But no aggressive selling 
compaigns will be made by American 
| banks, it was said, owing to their de- 
| sire to help out the British program. A | 
|heavy outfiow of British capital would | 
|make that country’s stabilization pro- | 
gram more difficult. } 

There has been nothing as yet to show 
| that Great Britain would ship more gold 
to America. This was one of the possi- 
| bilities which caused hesitation in the 
| minds of Englishmen as to the merits of 
'a free gold market at this time. The 
current ‘‘gold export’ point is placed 
j}at $4.848 cents for the pound sterling 
| by Samuel Montagu & Co., London au- 
thorities on bullion. The pound sterling 
is still a shade under that figure, so 
that a moderate profit would still accrue 
by reason of such shipments to America 
for sale here.

PREDICTS NO CUT 
IN LIGHT CRUDE OIL 


Frank Phillips Believes Smackover 
Prodact Will Be Advanced 


in Price. 


Frank Phillips, head of the Phillips Pe- 
troleum Company, expressed the opinion 
yesterday that there would be no cut in 
the price of light grades of crude oil. 


In his opinion there is a shortage of the 
lighter grades; 
clining: output of the deep sands in the 
Smackover field has reached its peak 
and production in that field has been 
over-estimated, with the result that pre- 
miums are developing in that district. 

“After a comprehensive and careful 
analysis of the deep sand at Smackover 
Pool, Arkansas,’ says Mr. Phillips in 
an interview with Dow, Jones & Co., “‘I 
have come to the conclusion that pro- 
duction there never has been above 150,- 
000 barrels daily. Reports on produc- 
tion have been erroneous on account of 
the considerable part of the pool’s flush 
production which is going into earthen 
storage and cannot be accurately 
gauged. ‘ 

“There will be about fifty wells com- 
pleted every week in the deep sand for 
several weeks and probably half as 
many will stop flowing each week. Wa- 
ter conditions there are unusual and pe- 
culiar, and while the field may be main- 
tained at 150,000 barrels for a_ short 
time, a considerable decline will soon 
be tn evidence, There is nothing new in 


| production in the midcontinent area, and 


indications point to steadily declining 
production of high-grade oil, of which 
there is now a shortage. 

‘“‘A careful survey of the market indi- 
cates that’ the next price movement of 
Smackover crude oil will be upward, 
within the next thirty days, and there 
will be no decline in the price of high- 
grade oil.. Premiums are being offered 
at Smackover in the last few days, 
which strongly indicate an early price 
advance there."’ 


NEW POWER LAW IN JAPAN. 


Francis Hodgkinson, chief engineer of 
the South Philadelphia works of the 


Westinghouse Electric and Manufactur- 


ing Company, started yesterday for San 
Francisco, wheer he will sail for Japan 
Mr. Hodgkinson will spend 
three months in Japan, consulting with 
Japanese power engineers on problems 
raised by the law which provides that 
all hydroelectric plants hereafter must 
supply at least 10 per cent. of their 
power output through steam generation. 
The new law will require considerable 
construction work to meet its require- 
ments. 

Mr. Hodgkinson will also act as a 
formal messenger of the American So- 
ciety of Mechanical Engineers, the 
President of which, Dr. W. F. Durand, 
has eet messages of greeting and 
good-will to the three big! engineering 
societies of Japan.

GRADE CROSSING POLICY 


Elimination Continuing as Rapidly 
as Possible, the Annual 
Report States. 


The Reading Company reports net tn- 
come of $15,121,316 for 1924, compared 
to $25,386,171 for 1928. The figure for 
1923 is the combined income of the sev- 
é¢ral companies merged with the Reading 
on December 31 of that year. Earnings 
of $8.80 a share on $70,000,000 common 
stock in 1924 contrast with $18.13 a 
share for 1923. The par value of the 
stock is $50. Earnings for the Reading 
for 1923, excluding the merged com- 
panies, were $15,613,851. 

The road is continuing its policy of 
eliminating grade crossings as rapidly 
as conditions permit, it is stated in the

At the close of 1924, the company states, 
certificates of interest in a total of 575,- 
233 shares of the Coal and Iron Cor- 
poration had been subscribed, leaving an 
unsubscribed balance of 824,767. 

The employes’ stock purchase plan 
inaugurated by the company on Feb. 
28, 1924, has resulted, it is said, in a 
total subscription by 567 employes of 
5,693 shares of the three classes of 
stocks. The company purchases the 
stock {in the open market for the em- 
ployes, adding the brokerage commis- 
sion, but making no charge for its ser- 
vices. The amount held by each em- 
ploye is limited to 20 per cent. of his 
yearly salary.

FOREIGN EXCHANGE 


New High Levels for Spanish, 
Norwegian and Danish as Speca- 
lation T urns—Sterling Firm. 


Interest in the foreign exchange mar- 
ket yesterday turned from asterling, 
which was quiet and dealt in over a 
narrow range, to the Continentals, where 
a heavy speculative demand for Span- 
ish, Danish and Norwegian documents 


pushed these to new high points for the 
year. Bankers said the change in senti- 
ment was due to the fact that while 
sterling was on its way up there was 
neglect of the other currencies, and now 
that there was not much in aterlin 
speculation veered for the profits whic 
are expected to come out of the neutrals 
as an aftermath of the present favorable 
state of the market and which followed 
the resumption of the gold standard in 
England and Holland. 

Spanish pesetas were the particular 
feature, exchange on Madrid rising 
cent, to 14.68 cents. The rally carrie 
Denmark up 10 points to 18.68 cents, 
and Norway 14 points to 16.52 cents. 
French francs were steady around 5,22 
cents, while Italian was unchanged a 
4.10% cents. Belgian, Mollan and 
Swiss were firm, but Stockholm yielded 
4 points to 26.76 cents, a new low ‘for 
the year. : 

There was no special action in ster- 
ling, which moved over a range of one- 
half cent, closing for a fractional gain 
at $4.844%. The quietness was ascribed 
to lack of speculative play and to the 
evidence that the rate was being 
held up.

GREAT NORTHERN SEES 
A GOOD YEAR AHEAD 


Its Net Earnings for Quarter Ex- 
ceed Those a Year Ago, Presi- 


dent Budd Points Out. 


Earnings of the Great Northern Rail- 
way for the first quarter of this year 
were relatively satisfactory though not 
as large as they. should have been, 
Ralph Budd, President of the road, de- 
clared yesterday in a brief interview. 


‘The figures of the first quarter of 
1925,"" he said, “show that the Great 
Northern earned $47,684 less gross than 
ft did in the first three months of 1924, 
but had an increase in net of $270,336 
In other words, with a decrease of one- 
fifth of 1 per cent. in gross we had an 
increase of 13 per cent. in net. 

“Our road never ia a large earner in 
the first three months and it is en- 
covraging therefore to note an improve- 
ment. ur earnings perhaps more than 
those of any other road in the North- 
west reflect business conditions, because 
our mileage is greater in Minnesota, 
North Dakota and Montana than that 
of any other road. 

“The season:is early this year and 
ground conditions are excellent. There 
s plenty of moisture and the weather 
is seasonal everywhere. Prospects are 
for the largest fruit movement from 
the State of Washington that we have 
ever. had. The largest to date was 
23,000 cars in 1923. f 

“Aside from local conditions two items 
of traffic are significant. One is that 
our westbound business is showing some 
increase over last year, and the other 
that the paqsenaet business of the Great 
Northern also is increasing. There is 
every reason to believe that tourist 
travel will be heavy this Summer. We 
have already booked ee special 
trains, Several of which will be run as 
second sections of the Oriental Limited.”

AY WHEAT MAKES © 
A FRACTIONAL GAIN 


Fluctuates Within a Range of 5 
Cents, With Slight Rise at 
Close of Day. 


EXPORT TRADE INCREASES 


. 


Heavy Deliveries Are Expected To- 
Gay in Corn, Oats and Rye, but 
Less In Wheat. 


CHICAGO, April 30.— May wheat 
fictuated erratically within a range 
of five cents, the lowest prices being 
made “early on scattered liquidation, 
while the best figure was made shortly 
before the close. 

Numerous small selling orders to be 
filied at the close were in the hands 
of commission houses, representing even- 
ing up for smaller longs who did not 
want to take a delivery, and this caused 
@ sharp recession at the last, but net 
gains were % cent, with the May around 
12 cents over the July. Deferred futures 


were %@%% cent higher, the strength 
in May having some effect. 

Exporters at the seaboard are said to 
be short of May wheat as a hedge 
against cash grain. Millers and foreig- 
ners have beer short and there is a large 
open interest. 

Crop reports in some sections show 
improvement, but Le Count’s report on 
rt of Northern Kansas was bullish. 

ere were export sales of 650,000 
bushels of hard wheat at Chicago at 
6 cents under May for No. 1 hard 
and 600,000 bushels at the seaboard, in- 


* eluding 450,000 bushels to Portugal. 


Export sales of oats were 500,000 
bushels and there was some rye. 

Howell, who covered a big line of 
short wheat yesterday, was a big seller 
at one time today, making a break in 
prices which was of short duration, 

Limited deliveries of wheat are ex- 
pected on May wheat tomorrow, prob- 
ably not over 300,000 bushels, depending 
on how much Spring wheat is available. 
The cargo of Duluth wheat which ar- 
rived earlier in the week is grading No. 
2 Northern, and around 100,000 bushels 
or more were bought at Minneapolis to 
come here during the day for all rail 
shipment, Minneapolis going to arouna 
10 cents under Chicago at one time. 

Deliveries of corn are estimated at 
1,000,000 to 2,000,000 bushels, ‘oats as 
high as 3,000,000 and rye _ probably 
2,000,000 Action of the markets to- 
morrow depends to some extent on how 
well the grain delivered is taken care of.

ARGER WORLD CROP 


INFLUENCES COTTON 


Washington Raises Estimate for 
1924 te 24,700,000 Bales, 
Exclusive of Linters. 


Cotton moved within a limited range 
yesterday under an irregular course of 
fluctuations. An increased demand for 
May contracts strengthened the old crop 
when compared with the new, and as a 
result May gained 9 points on the day 


against a loss of 6 points in October. A 
correction was announced in the Hous- 
ton stock which reduced the total at that 
point 20,000 bales. Washington raised 
estimates on the world’s cotton produc- 
tion for 1924 to 24,700,000 bales, exclu- 
sive of linters, compared with 19,590,000 
the combined total of all growths the 
previous season, This showing of 5,000,- 
000 bales over 1923, together with reports 
of a severe break in wool prices in 
Australia and additional ‘ainfall in 
Texas, influenced sentiment. Rain feil 
at thirty-six out of the sixty official 
stations in Texas and ore moisture 
has been received at dr@&ght points_in 
the central and western parts of that 
State the past ten days than during 
the entire four preceding months, 

From the opening, trading became 
highly professional and with the small- 
est volume of outside business in some 
time. The long interest accumulated 
during the period of anxiety over failure 
of rainfall to relleve conditions in the 
Southwest had been liquidated to an 
extent that left few commission house 
orders to be executed. As Liverpool lost 
all the morning recovery and closed at

Pictures Deal in Rembrandts as 
That of a Sharp Trader 
Trapping a Gentleman. 


MAY 23 IS SET FOR BRIEFS 


Youssoupoff and Aid in Court When 
Trial Ends, Will Sail for 
Paris Saturday. 


Trial of the suit brought by Prince 
Felix Youssoupoff against Joseph E. 
Widener for the recovery of two 
Rembrandt paintings ended yesterday 
wher. Clarence J. Shearn, counsel for 
the Prince, concluded his argument for 
the plaintiff. Justice Davis set May 23 
as the date for attorneys to file their 


briefs. 
Mr. Shearn argued that the transac- 
tion through which Mr. Widener ob- 


tained possession of the paintings was 
cloaked with, a false sympathy for 
Prince Youssoupoff. The Prince was 
pictured as an aristocratic gentleman, 
unschooled in bus’ine&8s, who had been 
trapped by ari unscrupulous business 
man, or, as the attorney termed Mr. 
Widener, a shrewd and hypocritical 
horse trader. 

‘“‘We can respect and admire an honest 
horse trader,’’ the attorne told the 
Court, ‘‘but hypocrisy is despicable. Not 
for all the paintings in the Metropolitan 
or the Louvre could I write my char- | 
acter down so low.”’ | 

“IT could shout ‘perjury’ from the! 
housetops,’’ he continued. ‘I could say | 
that Widener is a thief, a perjurer and | 
a swindler. This is not necessary. He! 
has drawn his own picture on the wit- | 
ness stand.”’ 

Mr. Shearn criticized severely the ref- | 
erences made to George de Maziroff, by 
former Governor Nathan L, Miller, at- 
torney for Mr. Widener, who called him | 
an “‘adventurer and a perjurer.’’ The 
evidence did not bear this out, the at- 
torney said, but on the contrary showed 
that de Maziroff ‘‘played the part of a 
gentleman,”’ in standing by the Prince 
during his trouble. He had fought for 
his country during the recent war, while 
Mr. Widener had raced horses, Mr. 
Shearn said. 

The testimony concerning the missing 
cablegram was characterized as a farce 
of which counsel for the defense was 
cognizant. Mr. Shearn charged that they 
had perpetuated a fraud on the Court 
by putting a witness on the stand to 
testify about the search that had been 
made for the paper. 

The attorney argued that under the 
laws of Pennsylvania; where ‘the main 
peers of the contract were to have 

een performed, the transaction consti- 
tuted a chattel mortgage, because of the 
stipulation made giving the Prince the 
right to repurchase. 

“IT am not asking for sympathy for 
Prince Youssoupoff,’’ Mr. Shearn said as 
he pleaded for qa judgment against Mr. 
be ener. ‘‘I am merely asking for jus- 
tice.”’ 

Prince Youssoupoff and George de Ma- 
ziroff will sail for Paris Saturday on 
the steamship Rotterdam.
